NEWMARKET jockey Frederik Tylicki 
has been left paralysed in the lower 
half of his body after a horrific acci¬ 
dent at Kempton Park Racecourse. 

German-born Freddy 30, was in¬ 
volved in a four-horse collision last 
week, and was then rushed to a major 
trauma unit for surgery at St George’s 
Hospital in London. 

A GoFundMe page for Freddy has 
since raised almost £200,000 in dona¬ 
tions. 

Lisa Hancock, CEO of the Injured 
Jockeys Fund, said: “Freddy remains 
in intensive care and is not receiving 
any visitors for the foreseeable future. 

“His family would like to thank the 
St George’s staff for the care he has re¬ 
ceived. As this is a very difficult time 
for Freddy and his family, they would 
like to thank everyone for their good 
wishes and for continuing to respect 
their privacy.” 

Freddy’s surgical team has con¬ 



firmed that he has a T7 paralysis, 
which means he has only movement 
in the upper half of his body. 

A fundraising campaign was set up 
by At The Races TV presenter, Matt 
Chapman and racing figures such as 
Freddy’s former boss Richard Faey, 
Sheikh Fahad A1 Thani, Luca Cumani, 
Bill Gredley and Jim Crowley, who 
was involved in the same incident but 
came out of it with just a broken nose, 


have all donated to the fund. 

Sky Bet, Coral/Ladbrokes, BetVic- 
tor and William Hill have promised a 
further £10,000 donation each. 

On the fundraising page, Mr Chap¬ 
man said: “We all know the risks jock¬ 
eys take, and we all know they know 
the risks. 

“But when one gets badly hurt 
those of us who love the game, bet on 
the game, need the game, have the 
opportunity to come together and 
say: ‘You know what? We can help this 
person.’ 

“Freddy Tylicki is going to need 
loads of help. 

“I was at Chantilly when Freddy 
recently won his second Group 1 on 
Speedy Morning. The joy on his face 
that day was infectious. 

“Freddy will get great assistance 
from the brilliant Injured Jockeys 
Fund. But just think what happiness 
we would all get by delivering a fat 
cheque to him.

Queen breathes life 
into Newmarket

NEWMARKET welcomed 
The Queen last Thursday as 
she unveiled a statue to cele¬ 
brate her 90th birthday - af¬ 
ter excited fans camped out 
overnight to see her. 

Hundreds of people, in¬ 
cluding schoolchildren and 
families, paid tribute to Her 
Majesty as she walked on a 
red carpet through to Bird¬ 
cage Walk. 

Andy Drummond, New¬ 
market’s mayor, said in his 
speech to the Queen at the 
statue unveiling: “Everybody 
is honoured and proud that 
you’ve been able to come to 
see their endeavours. It also 
gives me the opportunity to 
thank them. The beauty and 
quality of workmanship is 
nothing less than stunning. 

“But it is not yet finished. 
One final jigsaw piece is for 
you to breathe life into it for¬ 
ever more. Therefore, I invite 
you ma’am to officially cut 
the ribbon.” 

Prior to the visit, children 
from primary schools in¬ 
cluding Laureate, Cheveley, 
Kennett, Houldsworth Val¬ 
ley, St Louis and Paddocks 
were waiting on the High 
Street. 

Many sang the national 
anthem in anticipation of 
the Queen’s arrival. 

Sixty-five army cadets 
from areas such as Soham, 
Newmarket, Ely and Water- 
beach were also on the High 
Street. 

The Queen arrived by heli¬ 


copter at around 11am at 
Birdcage Walk, where a few 
hundred people had gath¬ 
ered around the statue to 
welcome her. 

Councillors, guests, 

schoolchildren and ser¬ 
vice personnel assembled 
around the red carpet, wav¬ 
ing flags and holding flowers 
aloft. 

The Newmarket Town 
Band played songs to keep 
the crowd, who had gath¬ 
ered at welcoming point, en¬ 
tertained. 

Cllr Drummond then gave 
his speech. 

The statue depicts the 
Queen in 1977, the year of 
her Silver jubilee. It is cast in 
bronze and set on a plinth of 
Portland Stone. It portrays 
Her Majesty with a mare and 
foal, at 120 per cent life size. 


Her Majesty was invited to 
cut the ribbon on the statue 
after being presented with 
scissors by sculptors Etienne 
Millner and Charlie Langton. 

The Queen then met sev¬ 
eral schoolchildren, who 
presented her with flowers. 

After an hour, the Queen 
left for London by helicop¬ 
ter. 

The crowds were then in¬ 
vited to the Memorial Hall 
for refreshments. 

Cllr Drummond told 
the News : “Well, I’m full of 
adrenaline, I think. It was a 
privilege to host the Queen 
and show her the statue. 
I think she was really im¬ 
pressed with it.” 

Cllr Rachel Hood, part of 
the organising committee, 
said: “It’s been a huge occa¬ 
sion.”

CROWDS flocked to see the Queen 
during her visit to Newmarket last 
Thursday. 

Her Majesty officially opened the 
new National Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing and Sporting Art after 
unveiling a statue of herself to cel¬ 
ebrate her 90th birthday.

After walking to Palace House 
where she was met by the patron 
of the British Sporting Art Trust, Sir 
Samuel Whitbread, the Queen had 
a tour of the paintings in the col¬ 
lection. 

Earlier, 8-year-old Lottie Turner, 
from Houldsworth Valley School, 
gave a bouquet to Her Majesty, and 
said: “I have never seen the Queen 
that close before. 

“She also asked me if I had seen 
the helicopter.” 

Alex Gallas, 7, said: “She said 


thank you! I’ve really enjoyed see¬ 
ing the Queen.” 

Linda Mitchell, 57, Susan Walsh, 
73, and Josie Weeks, 60, from Leeds, 
had camped out overnight to make 
sure of a prime position to see the 
Queen. 

Ms Walsh said: “It was very emo¬ 
tional seeing the Queen in her heli¬ 
copter. I was tearing up. We had an 
all-nighter here because we’ve all 
got the same love for the royal fam¬ 
ily. It’s a great time to get together.” 

Cllr Amy Starkey, managing di¬ 
rector of Newmarket Racecourse, 
told the News: “It’s beautiful that 
the whole town has come together 
to celebrate the Queen’s apprecia¬ 
tion for the thoroughbred horse.” 

Cllr Chris O’Neill said: “When we 
had a £25,000 budget [to help cele¬ 
brate the visit], everyone thought it 
was going to be for wine, but there’s 
not a drink in sight, it’s all been for 
the children.

Village gets a 
pub again - the 
£300,000 Shed 

A FORMER social club has been turned 
into a pub and restaurant following a two- 
year refurbishment. 

The Shed in Lode serves locally- 
sourced seasonal fresh produce and 
the restaurant and bar are described as 
having a “warm and comfortable family 
environment”. 

The building dates back to the 1930s, 
when it was built as the Lode Labour 
Club before it changed to the Lode Social 
Club. 

Owners Richard and Julie Peters have 
spent up to £300,000 gutting the place 
and have taken down the ceilings to cre¬ 
ate a large open space, with a mezzanine 
floor for private parties and a games 
room. 

The restaurant’s name harks back to 
an era when the social club was known 
among locals as ‘the Shed’, which its cur¬ 
rent owners decided to use permanently 
after asking residents for suggestions. 

Manager John San Vicentes said: “It 
was known locally as ‘the Shed’, prob¬ 
ably given the state of the place. It wasn’t 
the most up-to-date place.” 

He said it now offered a warm, com¬ 
fortable and family environment where 
families and couples can relax and have 
good quality food. 

He added there had been a lot of 
interest surrounding the opening, as the 
village had been bereft of a pub since the 
social club closed two years ago. 

“A lot of people were sticking their 
heads around the door and knew it was 
being built - they couldn’t wait for it to be 
open,” he said. 

“They were forced to have a drink in 
the social club as there was nothing 
else. When that closed down they were 
desperate to go somewhere.” 

The bar is open daily from noon-mid¬ 
night while the restaurant serves food 
Monday to Saturday noon-3pm and 
6-9pm and noon-4pm on Sundays.

NEWMARKET Grammar School's 
Old Foleyans Association held its 
reunion lunch last month. 

Sixty-five former pupils, staff and 
guests attended the event at the 
Bedford Lodge Hotel. 

Rosemary Foreman, 73, from 


Cheveley, said: "It's most enjoyable. 
Lots of chats going on. Because 
we all shared a lot of the teachers, 
you've got quite a lot in common. 
Mum went to the grammar school 
in 1923, and she had the same 
headmaster as when I went in 1953. 


I also have one of my old teachers, 
Brenda, who comes to the reunion. 

The Old Foleyans represent 
members of Newmarket school 
when it was in Foley House in St 
Mary's Square from 1923 to the 
70s. 


Rosemary did add, however, that 
members are dying out. 

She said: "The site closed at some 
point in the 70s, and moved up to 
Exning Road. But they don't count 
themselves as Foleyans. So we are 
appealing for them to join too." 


TRANSPORT 

Councillors 
write to 
rail bosses 

DISTRICT councillors have sent a 
letter to Network Rail to request 
a greater frequency of trains 
in Newmarket and to delay the 
closure of the level crossing. 

Network Rail bosses want to 
close the Weatherby crossing, 
off Cricket Field Road, as 
part of plans to shut or adapt 
pedestrian level crossings across 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk. 

Cllr Robin Millar, from Forest 
Health District Council, told 
the News: "We want to bring 
two conversations into one. The 
first conversation is, how can 
we get more hourly services 
into Newmarket? The second 
conversation is about the level 
crossing. We don't think the stats 
add up. We don't agree with the 
risks they came up with. But if 
we had two hourly services to 
Newmarket, we can understand 
how the crossing becomes risky. 
But they've not promised if 
they'll give more hourly services 
to us. But if we say there is going 
to be an hourly service in 10 
years time, why are we closing 
the crossing now? So let's have 
a long term plan which sees two 
hourly services, and keep the 
level crossing in the short term." 

The district council is 
expecting a response later this 
month.

Medical records 
go missing after 
firm takes over 


SAMAR MAGUIRE 
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HUNDREDS of Newmarket 
patient records have gone 
missing since a private firm 
took on transferring files this 
year. 

More than 9,000 records 
were reported missing after 
a BBC survey of 78 GP prac¬ 
tices in Norfolk, Suffolk and 
Essex. 

Capita took on the nation¬ 
al contract from the NHS 
to deliver patients’ records, 
when people move from one 
GP to another, in March. 

Zena Cornell, practice 
manager at Oakfield Sur¬ 
gery in Newmarket, told 
the News : “They’re [Capita] 
causing major disruption. 

“It’s making life harder for 
us. Usually we’d be able to 
access patient records with a 
click of a button but now we 


can’t. 

“We’re talking between 
150-200 medical records for 
us. I want things to get back 
to how they were before 
Capita took over. 

“From a doctor’s side it’s 
difficult to say how it’s af¬ 
fecting them because the 
records come from GP to GP 
over the computer link. 

“They’re aware but not to 
the extent to which it’s af¬ 
fecting all the admin team 
that’s dealing with this on a 
day-to-day basis. 

“We’re having to keep a 
log of all the medical records 
because we’ve got no means 
of tracking to see if we’ve re¬ 
ceived them at the present 
time.” 

The BBC survey showed 
that a total of 9,009 patient 
records had been missing 
across those counties for at 
least two months. 

NHS England said: “We 


know there have been seri¬ 
ous issues with services de¬ 
livered by Capita which have 
had an unacceptable impact 
on practices. 

“We are ensuring Capita 
takes urgent steps to im¬ 
prove services.” 

In a statement, Capita said 
it had taken on the “chal¬ 
lenging initiative” to stream¬ 
line GP support services and 
there had been “teething 
problems”. 

They added: “[But] medi¬ 
cal records are now being 
delivered securely up to 
three times faster than un¬ 
der the previous system. 

“We do not recognise 
these claims regarding thou¬ 
sands of files being missing 
whatsoever.”

MoD rules out 
base for military 


RAF Mildenhall will not be 
required for British military 
use when the USAF leaves in 
2023, it has been announced 
in the House of Commons. 

The Ministry of Defence 
(MoD), which owns the site, 
announced back in January 
that part of the site will be 
released for housing. 

The MoD had also been 
considering whether it 
wanted to retain part of the 
site for British military use 
but this week ruled this out. 

A spokesman said: “While 
in many areas we use our 
estate efficiently, overall it 
is still too big, too expen¬ 
sive, with too many sites in 
the wrong locations: it cov¬ 
ers 424,000 hectares, about 
1.8 per cent of the UK land 
mass; it cost £2.5billion a 
year to maintain; and 40 per 
cent of our assets are more 
than 50 years old. 

“The Armed Forces are 30 
per cent smaller than at the 
end of the last century but 
the estate has only reduced 
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by 9 per cent.” 

The announcement in the 
House of Commons comes 
just a month after a public 
consultation in Forest Heath 
designed to influence Gov¬ 
ernment decisions on the 
future use of the site. 

Cllr James Waters, leader 
of Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “It is fast ap¬ 
proaching two years since 
the United States Depart¬ 
ment for Defence an¬ 
nounced its intention to 
relocate its operations away 
from RAF Mildenhall. 

“I welcome the clarity and 
the opportunity that this 
announcement brings. We 
have been preparing for this. 

“We have worked with our 
communities to identify the 
challenges ahead as well as 
their ambitions for the site. 

“We have then had those 


ideas independently market 
tested to understand what is 
deliverable and equally what 
is not. 

“There are some tough 
realities within that assess¬ 
ment. 

“We have all heard the 
calls for a passenger or car¬ 
go airport and those calls 
continue - but there is little 
point chasing a dream if it is 
never going to happen and 
that is the reality of this mar¬ 
ket assessment. 

“We do have a vision for 
the site that creates new 
jobs, provides land for new 
industry coupled with hous¬ 
ing and aviation use centred 
around maintenance, repair 
and overhaul, a fantastic way 
to bring new employment to 
the area and retain use of the 
runway and other aviation 
infrastructure on site.”

Lap dance club has licence 
renewed despite objections 
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HEAVEN Awaits in Newmar¬ 
ket had its licence renewed 
for another year on Monday 
despite strong objections 
from the town council. 

The council argued that 
the gentlemen’s club, estab¬ 
lished in 2012, is “totally out 
of keeping” with the High 
Street. 

But Forest Heath District 
Council’s licensing com¬ 
mittee decided there were 
no reasons why the licence 
shouldn’t be renewed. 

The application was also 
supported by town council¬ 
lor Warwick Hirst. 

Cllr Rachel Hood, on be¬ 
half of Newmarket Town 
Council, said: “For the fourth 
consecutive year running, 
Newmarket Town Council 
has strongly objected on the 
basis that the location of the 
lap dance club contravenes 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil’s own sex establishment 


licensing policy. 

“It is deeply disappointing 
that the Forest Heath panel, 
made up of Carol Fynch as 
chair, and Mildenhall coun¬ 
cillors, Nigel Roman and 
John Bloodworth, appeared 
to ignore the representations 


of Newmarket Town Council 
and yet again have inexpli¬ 
cably granted this licence 
for a club that is located on 
historic Newmarket High 
Street.” 

The town council believes 
that the club is too close to a 


play area, the town hall, and 
is “ruining the town’s appeal” 
as it is situated near cultural 
and historical sites. 

Jason Newell, managing 
director of Heaven Awaits, 
said: “Very happy with the 
outcome. We’d just like to 


say, business as usual. 

“The town council have 
their views, and I would like 
to think that the company 
has addressed the concerns, 
and the sub-committee were 
obviously satisfied with our 
explanation.”

NEWS IN BRIEF 


Uncle hits out over police 
search for missing Corrie 


THE uncle of missing service¬ 
man Corrie McKeague has hit 
out at the way police are con¬ 
ducting the search. 

Tony Wringe, based in Edin¬ 
burgh, wrote on Facebook last 
week that police may be with¬ 
holding information from the 
family about his nephew and are 
not following “numerous” leads. 

Corrie, 23, has been missing 
since 3.25am on September 24 
after a night out in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds. His phone was traced 
to Barton Mills but has not been 
found. 

Mr Wringe wrote: “Corrie’s 
family is perhaps slightly unusu¬ 
al in their collective knowledge 
and backgrounds in police, intel¬ 
ligence and security. As a result, 
information has been identified 
or analysis conducted which the 
police have not had the capac¬ 
ity or capability to undertake, or 
perhaps have, but chosen not to 
communicate this with the fam- 
ily. 

“As a result, there is a lack of 
trust towards the media man¬ 
agement approach the police 
have employed to date, includ-

ing coming out immediately af¬ 
ter Corrie disappeared, emphati¬ 
cally claiming there was ‘no third 
party involvement’, clearly not a 
statement supported by the evi¬ 
dence then or now. 

“It is our summary that Cor¬ 
rie has disappeared against his 
will, a third party is involved. 
There are numerous leads that 
have not been followed up and 
evidence that has not been effec¬ 
tively processed.” 

The RAF serviceman was re¬ 
ported missing when he failed to 
turn up at RAF Honington, Suf¬ 
folk, for work. 

Recent reports claim that he 
was trying to walk the 10 miles 
back to the base when he van¬ 
ished. 

His mother, Nicola Urquhart, 
a police officer based in Dun¬ 
fermline, Fife, has expressed 
fears recently that he may have 
got into a car “unwillingly or will¬ 
ingly”. 

Police are yet to find evidence 
of criminality, however. 


A Suffolk Constabulary spokes¬ 
person said: “Despite this work, 
media appeals and support from 
a variety of other groups and 
agencies who have been search¬ 
ing and assisting with the inves¬ 
tigation, there are still no posi¬ 
tive sightings of him. 

“To date, a huge area has been 
searched, hundreds of hours 
of CCTV have been viewed and 
dozens of people have been 
traced and spoken to. 

“Inquiries are being made to 
identify all of those who were out 
in the town in the early hours of 
Saturday, September 24, in a bid 
to find out what has happened, 
and officers continue to ask any¬ 
one who was there to come for¬ 
ward. 

“A large amount of work has 
been carried out behind the 
scenes. 

“Police are continuing work to 
find Corrie.”
